NO CAUSE FOR ALARM 


The situation that has arisen at the 
Royal Alexandra hospital will necessarily 
arouse wide interest and cause uneasiness 
among patients, their friends and the 
public. But there is nothing in the cir- 
cumstances to warrant or excuse hasty 
conclusions, offhand condemnation of 
anyone connected with the institution or 
the spreading of alarmist rumors. 

On the contrary, the infection has 
been discovered and identified, and all 
that medical science can do is being done 
to locate its source and safeguard the 
lives of the inmates. With co-operation 
between the medical authorities of the 
hospital and the University, there is every 
assurance that the measures taken will 
be effective and that the real danger point 
has already been passed. 


“STAND CLEAR” 

The tragedy at Fort Chipewyan car- 
ries a moral that is plain. In spite of all 
that a skilled pilot could do, at the risk of 
his own life and the lives of his passen- 
gers, four children were killed and others 
injured because the little ones ventured 
to play on the ice where the plane had to 
land. 

This is by no means the first accident 
of the kind in Canada. It is to be hoped 
that the terrible occurrence at the north- 
ern post will be an effective warning, and 
thus help to make such tragedies fewer in 
future. 

The airplane is still a novelty, and 
both old and young people upon occa- 
sion crowd in upon a landing field in a 
way that endangers both their own lives 
and those of the passengers in the plane. 
No doubt at an isolated post, where the 
plane is the one means of communication 
with the outside world in winter, its ar- 
rivals, and departures are events of out- 
standing interest, and the temptation to 
trespass within the danger zone is cor- 
respondingly great. 

“Keep clear of the landing field,” is a 
maxim that should be translated into rig- 
orous regulations wherever there is an 
established landing place for planes, and 
one which should be effective everywhere 
even without regulations. 


THE WILL TO SUCCEED 


Alberta’s new Rhodes scholar is Mr. 
Kenneth W. Conibear, of Fort Smith. 
That address is suggestive, and the signi- 
ficance is borne out by the facts, Fort 
Smith is a trading post on the Slave 
River, situated on the northern boundary 
of Alberta, four hundred miles or more 
north of Edmonton, 

School facilities being limited in the 
far north, Kenneth received his public 
school education at home, and following 
that “ground up” his grade nine and grade 
ten high school courses without the as- 
sistance of a teacher. During the last 
three years his standing at the Univer- 
sity has been 85 per cent or better in all 
subjects, while he has found time to help 
edit the “Gateway” and take a prominent 
place in sport activities. 

It may be gathered that Alberta's new 
representative at Oxford has secured an 
education because he really wanted one 
and would not be denied by seemingly ad- 
verse circumstances, His example should 
give inspiration to thousands of bovs 
who may think that the opportunity is 
denied to them because school facilities 
happen be be lacking or inadequate, In 
these days, any boy who can read can go 
as far as his abilities permit in the gain- 
ing of knowledge. 

Congratulations are due to this young 
Albertan, alike on the success he has 
achieved and on the qualities he dis- 
played and developed in the struggle. His 
career at Oxford—and after—will be 
watched with interest and hope by his 
fellow-students at ‘Varsity, by the peo- 
ple in the Northland, and by thousands 
elsewhere in the province. 

DEPORTATION? 

While admitting that municipal coun- 
cils have a right to ask that such action 
be taken, Hon, W. A. Gordon, Minister of 
Immigration, doubts the wisdom of de- 
porting single, unemployed aliens whose 
only offence is that they cannot find work 
and are therefore compelled to ask for re- 
lief.

able procedure. It is not to be forgotten 
that they came here on invitetion from 
the Dominion Government. Nor that the 
Government had the support of public 
opinion in carrying on the immigration 
effort which resulted in their ar 
Nor that the Government was roundly 
denounced in some quarters for not car- 
rying on a still more energetic effort and 
inducing far larger numbers to come. 

If a mistake was made in encouragin 
too many immigrants, it may be doubte 
that the way to right matters is to de- 
port the surplus. A year or so from now, 
when conditions have recovered the nor- 
mal, there will again be a demand in Can- 
ada for men to build railways, clear land, 
and do other classes of hard and low- 
waged work, which Canadians do not or- 
dinarily want to do, and for which Can- 
ada has had to depend mainly upon the 
“raw” immigrant, 

If we deport the surplus of this class 
of labor now, we shall probably have to 
resort again to an active immigration 
campaign a few years hence to bring 
back the deported men or others from 
the same countries. It may be better 
business, and cheaper in the long run, now 
they are here and have learned something 
of the country, to leave them here, even if 
that involves cost, 

As the Minister agrees that deporta- 
tion is doubtfully desirable, he might be 
willing to make some special provision for 
the support of this class of men at the 
expense of the Dominion—which brought 
them here, and would have to carry out 
the deportation proceedings. That con- 
cession the municipalities are plainly en- 
titled to ask for; and if that were done 
the demands for deportation would prob- 
ably cease,

f an election based upon the issue of protec- 
tion should some time in the near future bring 
the Conservative party into power in England, 
a new aspect would be given to the situation. 
There might be some disposition on the part 
of the British government to consider the Do- 
minions’ plan for imperial preferences. But 
so long as England is committed to free trade 
and opposged to food taxes, the Dominions’ 
terms cannot possibly be met.—New York Eve- 
ning Post.

The Dominions still 
fall far short of being the economic equals of 
the United Kingdom. It could not be other- 
wise.—Philadelphia Ledger,

EVERY WINTER TAKES ITS TOLL 

A winter never passes by without a few 
deaths from carbon monoxide poisoning, and 
this in spite of the repeated warnings given 
in newspapers and other periodicals. This 
gas gives very little warning of its approach, 
for it is colorless, oderless and tasteless, It 
may form during the burning or combustion 
of any kind of fuel containing carbon. Among 


these fuels may be listed natural and artifi- | 


- gas, coal, charcoal, petroleum and gaso- 
ine. 

As some of you may know, an atom of car- 
bon becomes oxidized or burned by combining 


with two atoms of oxygen to form CO2; This | 
combination is called carbon dioxid, and is | 
the same kind of gas that) you exhale with | 


your breath. This gas (CO2) is colorless 
odorless and tasteless just the same as carbon 
monoxid (CO) gas, but it is not poisonous in 
the same way. The one atom of oxygen left 
off of the CO2 produces the dangerous CO 


This important extra atom of oxygen is left | 


off when not enough oxygen reaches the car- 
bon when it is burning. Whenever any of the 
fuels which might produce carbon monoxide 
are used, it is important that either a large 
supply of oxygen reaches the burner, or that 
the fumes are carried away by a flue from 
the room where you are, out into the open air. 

Sometimes when the air is cold outside, 
people have made the mistake vf trying lo 
warm up their automobile motors in closed 
garages. This is one of the kind of mistakes 
that one rarely makes twice. The victim is 
not usually aware of anything wrong until 
he is unable to rescue himself. Fortunate is 
he if someone rescues him. Otherwise, the 
newspapers will next day tell about another 
death from carbon monoxid poisoning. 
poisoning. 

Cooks sometimes suffer from partial pol- 
soning by having the pots too close to the 
gas burner so that an incomplete combustion 
of the gas takes place. Small open heaters in 
bathrooms and bedrooms sometimes 
poisoning when the air intake is partly closed, 

One affected with this poisoning should be 
immediately taken into the fresh air and, if 
unconscious, be given artificial respiration 
just the same as if drowned, The fire depart- 
ment should be notified, for most fire depart- 
ments have an apparatus for giving a mix- 
ture of oxygen and earbon dioxid, which has 

roven most effective for this condition. After 
he patient recovers, he should be given a 
moderated dict of alternate feedings of orange 
juice and milk at two-hour intervals for a 
few days, before the regular diet is employed. 
The patient should be encouraged to take 
deep breathing exercises. One usually takes 
some time to fully recover as the gas has 
combined with the hemoglobin of the blood 
and destroys its oxygen carrying power, Piven 
after the victim has recovéred in the fresh 
air, he should be carefully observed for a time 
because of the serious blood changes which 
have taken place.

The other day I was taken 
to task by certain conservative 
forces for refusing to take or- 
ders from them and begin a 
crusade of expulsion against 
the occasional communist stu- 
dents in the university of 
which I am executive head. 

It is unnecessary, I am sure, 
for me to say that Iam nota 
communist, but that I am, on 
the contrary, profoundly con- 
vinced of the unsoundness and 
unworkableness of commun- 
ism.

| The last crop report for this 
idistrict for the present season 
has been compiled by the Ea- 
jmonton Bulletin, and it shows 
|that the average yield of wheat 
|per acre on farms in this local- 
lity was fairly high as compared 
}with results obtained in previous 
| years. 

| In the Strathcona district, to 
|the south of the city, all thresh- 
|ing was completed before the 
snow fell, and the oversee Bing 
lof wheat per acre was 35 els. 
The grain graded in the majority 
of cases at Number 2 Northern. 
There are a few farmers in that 
district holding their grain in 
the hopes of obtaining higher 
prices. Much fali plowing has 
been done previous to the snow- 
fall to the south of the city. 

To the east of Edmonton in the 
Clover Bar district, crop yields 
went as high as 50 bushels an 
acre for wheat, but the average 
| yleld was 35 bushels. A_ high 
rade has been obtained by 
|farmers at Clover Bar, 90 per 
cent of the grain grading Num- 
|/ber 1 Northern. Farmers there 
| were also able to finish harvest- 
|ing before the snow, owing to the 
fine weather which prevailed 
during last month. Much of the 
}grain in the Clover Bar district 
is being held for seed. There has 
not been much fall plowing done 
there, 

In the Namao district, north of 
|Edmonton, threshing operations 
were completed previous to the 
recent snowstorm, and the aver- 
jage yield was between 25 and 30 
{bushels of wheat per acre, The 
grade received for grain grown 
in that territory was Number 2 
Northern, generally, while some 
of the wheat graded tough. The 
majority of the farmers in the 
|Namao area have sent their 
grain to the elevators.

They say 
that it is mother who first disillusions 
an enamored young husband about 
his wife, or a romantic young wife 
about her husband. It ts mother who 
points out Mary’s weaknesses to John 
and turns the spotlight on John's 
weaknesses for Mary and thus @issat- 
isfies John and Mary with their bar- 
gains and makes them feel that they 
were stung and got a poor thing In 
marriage instead of the prize that 
they thought they were getting. 


Thus does mother lay the axe 
to the foundation of the home of 
her children, not because she is ~ 
mean and vicious and cruel and “* 
heartless and wants to ruin her SSH 
children’s lives and take away their happiness from them, but 
because she is obsessed by a fury of jealousy that blinds her 
to what she is doing. j 


She cannot bear to think of her children having any life apart 
from hers. 
one better than they do her, of their turning to some one else for 
companionship, for sympathy, for, understanding. So she shuts 
| her eyes to the consequences and fights in every underhanded way 


}to keep her monopoly on her children, regardless of the wrong | 


| She is doing, regardless of the injury she is doing those she loves. 


And the curious thing about this is that intelligent women, 
thinking women who are capable of weighing the nature and 
quality of their acts, as they say in law when they are trying: 
to fix the responsibility of an individual, and good, church- 
going women who consider themselves Christians, commit this 
crime of crimes without even having a twinge of conscience. 
Even women who love their children do it. Indeed, the more 
absorbed a woman is in her devotion to her children, the more 
likely she is to commit it. Yet every woman knows that no 

misfortune that could possibly befall her children is so great 
as to be unhappily married, and why any one should deliber- 
ately bring this grief upon them passes comprehension. 


But they do, and just now I am witnessing one of these tra- 
| gedies in the making, for I am seeing a mother alienating her son 
|from his wife for no cause whatever except mother jealousy and 
| her determination to keep her child at any cost. 

A couple of years ago this woman's son married a nice 
young girl. The mother did not object at the time, for she 
had known the girl since her infancy, and she was in every 
way suitable and desirable, and has made the young man an 
admirable wife. 

The mother, however, missed her son and wanted him about 
her, so she began pleading her loneliness and ‘phoning him to 
come over and see her, and to come alone as she wanted him just 
to herself. Then she began inviting him to meals to which his 
wife was never asked, and to go on little trips from which his wife 
was excluded because she was “an outsider” and there wasn’t 
room for her in the car, or what not, until now it has got so that 
the young husband spends practically all of his spare time with 
his mother and leaves his wife at home alone. 


Subtly she has implanted the idea in the young man’s 

mind that it is only his mother who understands him and can 
sympathize with him and that it is only a mother who loves 
him well enough always to sacrifice herself for him and that 
it is only mother to whom he can aiways turn for consolation 
when things go wrong. 


The result of all this is that the mother is killing the young 
husband's love for his wife and makes him believe that the wife is 
nagging him every time she makes a suggestion to him. The mo- 
ther has undermined the wife’s influence with her husband and 
made him exclude her from his life. The mother has taught him 
to consider his wife a stranger and to neglect her. 


It doesn’t take a prophet to foretell that this marriage, 
which started out with every prospect of a fair and successful 
voyage, is going on the rocks simply because the mother is 
steering it that way. Left alone, this young couple would have 
been happy and united and cleaved to each other. No out- 
sider could have parted them. It has taken mother’s insidious 
influence to alienate their affections from each other as no 
vamp nor Lothario could have done. 


This example of a mother breaking up her child’s home every 


one of us can match with a dozen other instances in our own | 


knowledge. We all know mothers who are forever telling their 
sons about how extravagant their wives are, or about their gadding 
too much, or playing bridge too often, and who “poor John” their 
sons until poor John feels that he is a martyr. 


And we know plenty of mothers who plant the seeds of 
suspicion of their husbands in their daughters’ minds and who 
urge their daughters on to spending money they can’t afford 
and make them believe that their husbands are stingy. And 
we know mothers who are forever g their children’s at- 
tention to little peculiarities and mannerisms and faults in 
those to whom they are married and who always put their 
aera husbands and wives in the worst possible light be- 
ore them. 


And we all know that when husbands and wives quarrel it 
is always mother who fans the flame. It is mother who is first 
aid to divorce, It is mother who says: “Come home, my poor per- 
secuted darling, and leave that brute who doesn’t appreciate you.” 
Mother never says: “Don’t be a quitter. Buck up and do your 
duty. You've made a contract. Stand by it,”

The only excuse that can be made for these mothers who 
try to separate their children from their husbands and wives 
is that they know not what they do. And, to tell the truth, 
they are generally appalled when there is a divorce and Sally 
comes back home with her babies, or John is parted from the 
children he adores, but it is time they woke up to the enormity 
of their offense, and realized that a mother has no more right 
to come between her children and those to whom they are 
married than has any siren or sheik.
